whack at the D e m o c r a t . 
Now, as Mr. Han sberger was a 
tru sted pu blic serv an t in the em.- 
ploy of the people of Sedalia, 
an d sworn to obey an d respect the 
law, while mu ch of the bu rden of 
debt was bein g placed u pon the 
people con trary to law, the D e m o ­ 


c r a t will be pardon ed for makin g 
the su ggestion that he shou ld place 
his han d ov er his mou th an d his 
mou th in the du st an d hu mbly 
whisper ex cu ses for his in efficien cy 
or carelessn ess in permittin g the 
wron g to be don e, 
rather than 
stan d in pu blic v iew an d brazen ly 
criticise those who are iion estly 
try in g to lighten the bu iden .

The gen tlemen who m *de the re­ 
port ex pressed their opin ion as to 
what shou ld be don e ; others hav e a 
right to their opin ion s. 
Bu t cer­ 
tain ly it is n either ex traordin ary 
n or presu mptu ou s for an organ iza­ 
tion of this kin d to con sider, dis­ 
cu ss an d report u pon pu blic m at­ 
ters. 
The bu sin ess men of Sedalia 
are as mu ch in terested as an y other 
class of citizen s in the prosperity 
of the city . 
They kn ow that the 
bu rden of debt mu st be paid soon er 
or later; that ev ery citizen who 
pay s his bills is a tax pay er whether 
his n ame appears on the tax book 
or 
n ot, 
an d 
kn owin g 
that 
a 
bu rden 
of 
debt 
is 
an 
in ju ry 
to the commu n ity in which they 
do bu sin ess, it is n ot stran ge that 
they shou ld seek reforms that will 
lighten the ev il. 
The reforms su g­
